Good description. One additional point. It is a receiving antenna. If 
you attempt to work the stations you can hear with it you will never be 
heard. 


Stations that are at the noise level or well below on your regular 
transmitting antenna will be heard Q5 with the Beverage. The benefit of 
the Beverage for receiving is that it tends to reject noise and only 
pass on radio signals. 


The antenna is used primarily by big time dxers and contesters on 160 
and 80 meters.

Hi Bob.. There is an easy way to reduce the output power of almost any 
commercial HF rig, assuming it has an ALC input.. 


Find the ALC input pin, it's usually associated with the connector for 
hooking up an amplifier.. 

When a negative voltage is applied to the ALC (automatic level control), 
the output of the radio is reduced... Most amps supply an ALC signal to cut 


back the driver power when they are overdriven, helps to stop splatter on SSB.. 


Anyway, all you have to do is use a 9v battery, a resistor, anda 
potentiometer to supply a variable negative voltage to the ALC pin.. You 
can then adjust the power, hopefully all the way down to zero.. 

Wire the battery (+) term to the radio gnd, and one side of a 50k or 
bigger pot.. The battery (-) goes to the other side of the pot, the ALC pin 
goes to the wiper of it.. You may need the fixed resistor to fine tune the 
range you can get by adjusting the pot, put the resistor in series with the 
(-) battery terminal and the pot (try different values)..

The reason was to monitor 
activity and band openings. Instead, I found myself hooked on QRP AM.

I've completed a design for a PWB that will take either the TiCK or K1EL 
keyer ICs. It has the following features and options: 


* Diode auctioneering of regulated on-board power and battery backup (if 
you want to use both) 


x Outputs for both piezo transducer and audio 


x Input static suppression/filtering on dit/dah inputs (as recommended by 
K1EL for dry climates) 


x The 5-volt regulator section of the PWB can be cut off if only battery 


power is desired, making the PWB smaller. 


* Has open-collector NPN transistor keyline for rig ("positive keying" 
only). 


PWB sizing is: 
With 5-volt regulator section included -- 1.2 by 1.15 inches 
With 5-volt regulator section removed -- 1.2 by 0.8 inches 


PWB is designed for mounting with 4-40 hardware. Part of the PWB sizing 
relates to the size of this hardware, for example, you have to have nearly 
a .03-inch open circle for a 4-40 nut (if I remember my numbers correctly; 
don't have them with me). I could reduce the PWB a bit more if 3-48 
hardware was used, but lots of folks may not readily use it. 


I am planning to see if someone like FAR Circuits has an interest in 
producing this PWB. I really don't have the time nor inclination at present 
to get boards made myself for sell so I am not trying to make any money off 
this. It is more because I need some PWB's myself and I don't see any other 
offerings other than from Embedded Research (gotta buy the IC too). If I 
design it for me, a single unit or a 1000 could be made just as easily. And 
this design has features that the ER PWB does not have. 


Help me out and critique the features, please. What would you like to see 
different or changed? Stay with 4-40 or go with 3-48 hardware? If FAR 
offered it, would you be interested? Am sure I would have to sell the idea 
to them, 


If things go right this week, I may have a "one off" done for testing, but 
I don't expect any problems with the design.

Hi Everyone, 


Here is a heads up for the upcomming (Oct 24th 0030-0230z (thursday the 23rd 
in North America)) sub arctic fox. Sub because the title Arctic Fox 
belongs to Jim AL7FS. 


A few suggestions to enhance your chances of catching him are: 
1) Listen... 


He will likely be found around 7.035-37 depending on non-hunter 
qrm. 


If the on frequency qrm is too much, part of the time will be 
spent working split. Don't worry those who don't have rit's 
will be listened for as well. 


Split operation will be indicated by "up 1". Once split has been 
called, those who have the capability, please stay in the mode 
don't come back on his frequency when he picks the occasional 
hunter on frequency. 


After the first few contacts, there should be NO need for the 
hunters to ask for a repeat of the foxes exchange. 


If you hear a "?" or "agn?" he is asking for a fill on the exchange 
or particl call. Do not send your call if you or part of your call 
has not been called. 


Note: some operators are capable of controlling a pileup and taking 
tailenders, but this fox is NOT one of them. 


2) Only send your call ONCE!!! 


Hopefully he will be able to catch at least a particl call. If you 
do not hear a "tu VE7CQK FOX" or a "QRZ", please return to #1. 


A note on split for those who have not done it before. I will but turning 
my rit UP, so you must turn your's DOWN to put the offset's in sync. If 
you don't know how far your rit will go, now would be a good time to find 
out. 


A couple of comments on QRP tactics in pileups etc. During the last two 
major DXpeditions ZK1 and K7K in noticed so trends that I found very 
disturbing. In one case I heard a supposedly qrp ssb op shout 

"qxrp qrp qrp qrp" in the pileup. While I have occasionally used the 
/qrp designation to indicate why I may be working a station that I have 
already worked QRO, I am becomming increasingly uncomfortable with the 


practice. I don't want to start another thread on the subject, but we 
choose to operate under a handicap, and I should think we want to succeed 
with superior skills, not by shouting "I'm handicapped, I'm handicapped". 


Yes I know it is more difficult, but the expedience arguement can be used 
to justify stupid behaviour such as that exhibited by a local with whom I 
had a chat after he called out of turn when the K7K was calling by areas 
so that those with more modest stations would have a chance. This local's 
response was "I don't care, I can't compete with the KW...etc." He 
doesn't realize that such behaviour will certainly confirm his reputation 
as an sphinctor, if not get him blacklisted. It also makes it less likely 
that dx ops will use tactics which give more modest stations a chance. 


Sorry, off my soapbox now.

The CB to 10 conversions was very popular durning the last sun spot cycle 
(1980s)and there were many on the air at that time. I still have two Hi-Gain 
radios under the bench . i beleave the favored mod was to move the radio up 
2mhz by changeing xtal x101 from 11.8066 to 12.4377mhz . this put ch 1 on 
28.965 mhz and ch40 on 29.405mhz. the vco , revr and xmtr are retuned. the 
favored monitor freq back then was ch9 29.065 and ch4 as back up 29.005. this 
mod applys to the radios using the pll-02A vco chip (pll-02 or 23 ch radios) 
there was ( is?) a common board uesd in many brands: Midlans, GM, Hy-Gain, 
Kraco,Truetone ,and many others. The older crystalplexer radios are not 
worth the effort or cost to modify. there is tons of data out there and im 
sure every brand has been modified. there were also plans to modify for 
10mtrs Fm (a kit was marketed into the 90s) and of course there were mods for 
the 10w sideband radios. I have even heard of some radios modified for six 
mtrs but have not seen one. You just cant beat a 2-3 dollar broken CB from 
the swap meet a 4or 5 dollar xtal and a few hours work for a 10mtr rig. For 
several years durning the last cycle i maintained a sat morning sked with 
Iowa using a dipole 4' above the roof and a modified Hy-Gain, 4 watts output. 
95% of the time it was armchair copy. Try it it's Fun
